SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Education  submits  the  following  report  of 
the  schools  for  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1886  : 

Your  committee  have  removed  Robinson's  Arithmetic  from 
the  schools,  and  supplied  the  schools  with  Raub's  Complete 
Arithmetic  and  Colburn's  Mental  Arithmetic.  That  Colburn's 
Mental  Arithmetic  is  the  one  above  all  others  for  disciplining 
the  scholars  was  very  apparent  before  the  expiration  of  the 
school  year,  and  3'our  committee  hope  that  it  will  not  again 
be  removed  from  the  schools  without  good  cause.  That  a 
change  of  readers  ma}'  often  serve  to  interest  the  scholars,  and 
relieve  the  monotony  of  the  school,  is  apparent  to  all  who  have 
attended  school  cyear  after  year,  and  heard  and  read  the  same 
story.  In  one  of  the  schools  the  sameness  of  reading  was 
obviated  somewhat  b}~  the  scholars  taking  school  papers  and 
reading  from  them. 

For  the  East  school  the  Board  of  Education  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  spring  term,  engaged  Mr.  Jack  Sanborn, 
who  had  previously  taught  this  school,  for  the  ensuing  school 
year.  In  this  term,  Mr.  Sanborn  thoroughly  sustained  his 
former  reputation  as  a  thorough  and  energetic  teacher  ;  at  this 
term  Mr.  Sanborn  received  an  offer  to  take  charge  of  the 
High  school  in  Hampton,  and  your  committee  felt  that  it  was 
but  justice  to  a  j'oung  man,  who  faithfully  performed  his 
duty,  to  relieve  him  from  his  engagements  that  he  might  have 
a  broader  field  of  usefulness.    The  remaining  terms  of  this 
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school  were  taught  by  Miss  Laury  L.  Butterfield  of  Chelms- 
ford, Mass.  Miss  Butterfield  came  to  us  well  recommended 
as  a  capable  and  efficient  teacher,  bringing  what  to  us  were 
new  methods  of  instruction,  which  she  labored  faithfulty  and 
patiently  to  introduce,  and  we  think  that  her  efforts  have 
been  rewarded  by  good  results.  She  was  successful  in  win- 
ning the  love  and  respect  of  her  pupils,  her  discipline  mild 
though  firm  was  effectual ;  her  aim  has  been  that  her  pupils 
might  thoroughly  understand  the  portion  of  their  text  books 
they  had  been  over  rather  than  skim  through  whole  books.  Miss 
Butterfield  has  spared  neither  time  nor  effort  that  her  school 
might  be  a  success,  but  in  this  as  in  the  other  schools  of 
the  town  her  efforts  have  been  retarded  by  the  frequent  non- 
attendance  of  the  pupils,  not  only  to  their  own  disadvantage 
but  to  the  disadvantage  of  those  who  were  regular  in  their 
attendance.  At  the  close  of  the  term  this  school  appeared 
well,  the  scholars  answering  promptly  and  correctly,  and 
your  committee  think  they  can  truthfully  say  that  good  prog- 
ress and  steady  advancement  was  made  throughout  the  school 
year. 

The  South  school  has  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  E.  M. 
Hardy  the  three  terms.  This  is  Miss  Hardy's  third  year  in 
this  school.  We  think  committee,  parents  and  scholars  have 
been  unanimous  in  their  approval  of  her  as  a  teacher.  The 
first  and  second  terms  of  the  West  school  were  taught 
by  Miss  Emma  Pearson,  of  this  town  This  was  Miss  Pear- 
son's first  experience  in  teaching,  and,  although  she  labored 
under  some  disadvantage  the  first  term,  the  second  term 
showed  that  good  progress  was  made  by  the  scholars  in  their 
studies,  and  good  discipline  maintained.  The  third  term  of 
the  West  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Imogene  P.  Hamilton 
of  Waterboro,  Maine.  The  school,  though  small,  under  her 
care  appeared  well ;  there  was  sympathy  between  teacher  and 
scholar,  and  good  progress  made. 

Miss  Alice  W.  Batchelder  of  Hampton  taught  the  North 
school.  This  is  Miss  Batchelder's  second  year  in  this  [school. 
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For  promptness  and  correctness  of  recitations,  we  think  this 
school  will  rank  with  any  school  in  the  State.

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  ma}7  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  paying  the  town  debts  and  defray- 
ing the  interest  thereon  ;  and  for  other  necessary  charges 
arising  in  said  town  ;  for  laying  out  and  repairing  highways 
and  sidewalks,  and  building  and  repairing  bridges  ;  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  poor  ;  for  school  houses  ;  and  to  establish 
and  maintain  public  libraries,  cemeteries,  and  parks  or  com- 
mons, and  to  improve  the  same  ;  to  prepare  and  publish  the 
early  history  of  the  town. 

5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  the  Town  Auditors ;  the  reports  of  the 
Auditors,  Agents,  Committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore 
chosen  or  appointed,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fund  its  debt,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
purchase  a  road  scraper  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  mone}T  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
purchase  a  gravel  pit  in  the  south  part  of  the  town  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  mone}T  not  exceeding  seventy-five 
dollars  for  the  same. 

9.  To  transact  all  other  business  which  may  come  before 
said  meeting.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 
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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  school  board  submit  the  following  report  of  the  schools 
for  the  year  ending  March  i,  1887  : — 

Your  committee  have  supplied  three  of  the  schools  with 
Munroe's  Primary  Reading  Charts,  which  were  recommended 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  public  instruction.  We  think 
the  scholars  have  made  rapid  progress  by  this  method  of  in- 
struction. We  have  changed  Warren's  Class  Word  Speller  for 
Lippencott's  Popular  Spelling  Book.  This  is  considered  by 
teachers  to  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  As  it  was  consid- 
ered advisable  that  pupils  should  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
history  of  the  United  States,  and  no  history  appeared  to  be  in 
use,  we  have  introduced  Higginson's  Young*  Folks'  History  of 
the  United  States,  and  so  far  it  has  given  great  satisfaction  to 
both  teachers  and  scholars. 

The  South  School  was  taught  by  Miss  Edith  S.  Brown.  The 
first  term  was  somewhat  broken  up  by  sickness.  The  children 
were  stricken  by  a  bad  cough,  which  went  through  the  school 
and  was  very  detrimental  to  the  prosperity  of  the  first  term. 
The  second  and  third  terms  were  very  much  better,  the  chil- 
dren making  good  progress.  We  think  the  efforts  of  the 
teacher  has  been  crowned  with  success. 

The  West  School  was  taught  by  Miss  Winnefred  M.  Brown. 
This  school  we  were  obliged  to  close  two  weeks  sooner  than  we 
should,  on  account  of  sickness  and  bad  weather.  Good  order 
characterized  the  school  and  marked  improvement  was  made  ; 
it  was  a  success. 
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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  first  term  of  nine  weeks  at  the  North  School  was  taught 
by  Miss  Lizzie  S.  Pickering,  of  Newington,  N.  H.,  a  teacher  of 
experience  and  more  than  average  ability.  The  school  board 
in  their  visits  always  found  the  school  to  appear  well,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  term  the  exercises  were  considered  very  credit- 
able to  both  teacher  and  scholars.  The  remaining  terms  of  this 
school  have  been  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  S.  Helen  Carter, 
of  Quincy,  Mass.,  a  teacher  of  some  experience  in  different 
schools  in  Massachusetts,  who  early  won  the  love  of  her  pupils 
and  the  respect  of  their  friends.  Miss  Carter's  methods  were 
somewhat  different  from  those  of  any  teacher  we  have  ever  em- 
ployed before,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  were  pro- 
ductive of  good  results. 

In  our  visits  to  this  school  we  have  found  the  pupils  diligent 
and  the  teacher  quietly  performing  the  duties  of  the  school 
room,  undisturbed  by  any  of  those  slight  ripples  that  so  fre- 
quently break  up  harmony  between  teacher  and  pupils. 

The  East  School  has  continued  throughout  the  year  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Laura  L.  Butterfield.  its  former  faithful 
teacher.  In  their  first  visit  the  school  board  were  particularly 
pleased  with  the  facility  and  readiness  with  which  this  teacher 
gathered  up  the  threads  of  last  season's  work.  The  first  week 
this  school  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  the  middle  of  the 
term,  proving  to  your  school  board  at  least,  the  advisability  of 
retaining  thorough  and  competent  teachers  from  year  to  year. 
Miss  Butterfield  has  continued  the  thorough  and  faithful  work 
of  last  year.  The  parents  and  friends  may  rest  assured  she  has 
labored  faithfully  and  well  for  what  she  has  considered  the 
end  in  view,  namely  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  studies 
that  she  has  taught.  We  would  urge  upon  the  friends  of  this 
as  well  as  of  the  other  schools  to  visit  them  more  frequently 
and  see  for  themselves  the  work  that  is  being  done,  and  if 
little  things  are  not  to  their  ideas,  they  would  at  least  learn  the 
teacher's  reasons  for  the  course  they  are  pursuing.    The  people

should  recollect  that  the  next  generation  are  being  educated 
in  the  schools  of  to-day,  that  in  proportion  as  the  schools 
do  their  work  thoroughly  depends  the  success  of  the  next  gen- 
eration, and  in  a  manner  the  prosperity  of  this  and  every  other 
town  in  the  State.  They  are  also  reminded  that  regular  at- 
tendance is  necessary  to  success.  The  irregularity  with  which 
some  of  the  pupils  attend  school  is  greatly  to  be  deplored.  It 
is  a  well  known  and  generally  accepted  fact,  that  a  poor  teach- 
er, well  supported  by  parents  and  friends,  can  produce  better 
results  than  a  good  teacher  that  is  unsupported  can.  There- 
fore, we  would  urge  upon  all  parents  and  friends  of  education 
the  importance,  during  the  coming  school  year,  of  securing 
regular  attendance  and  giving  the  teachers,  whoever  they  may 
be,  a  cordial  and  undivided  support.
